a pair of lenses-^, 

a bridge piece interconnecting the respective lenses-£±), 
a pair of hinge pieces (2)-arranged at the-outer side edges-{9) of the two lenses 
f*),and 

a pair of temples each having a hinge connecting element for connecting each 
temple to a respective hinge piece-(3), 
charact e ris e d in that 

wherein each hinge piece (2)-comprises an abutment part (4)-having an abutment 
surface (7, 14) extending parallel to and in abutment with a side surface (§)-of the 
respective lens-(4}, 

wherein t ha^each respective lens (4}-is provided with at least two holding holes 
(10, 11) , which open to said side surface (S)-thereof, 

wherein t hafc-at least two corresponding pins ( 8 , 8 ') are fastened to the abutment 
part (4)-of each hinge piece (3)-and extend into said holding holes (10, 11) of the lenses 
and 

wherein t hat-the at least two pins ( 8 , 8 ') are rigidly connected to the-inner side 
surfaces of their corresponding holes (10,11) . 

2. (Currently Amended) Rimless spectacles according to claim 1, wherein said at least 
two pins ( 8 , 8 ') extend from the abutment surface (T^-W^where the abutment surface 
(7, 11) is in abutment with the side surface (5)-of the respective lens (±)-and into the 
holding holes (10, 11) . 

3. (Currently Amended) Rimless spectacles according to claim 1-erf, wherein said 
pins ( 8 , 8 ') are in a close fit with the corresponding holding holes (10, 11) . 

4. (Currently Amended) Rimless spectacles according to claim 3, wherein the close fit 
is a transition fit or pr e ferably an interference fit. 
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5. (Original) Rimless spectacles according to claim 3, wherein the close fit is a 
tapering fit. 

6. (Original) Rimless spectacles according to claim 5, wherein the tapering fit is a 
conical fit. 

7. (Currently Amended) Rimless spectacles according to any of th e pr e c e ding claims 
i, wherein an adhesive is provided between said pins ( 8 , 8') and the inner side surfaces 
of the corresponding holes (10, 11) . 

8. (Currently Amended) Rimless spectacles according to any of th e pr e c e ding c laims 
L wherein an adhesive is provided between said abutment surface (7, 1 4 ) of the 
abutment part (4)-and said side surface (§>of the respective lens-{4). 

9. (Currently Amended) Rimless spectacles according to any of the pr e c e ding claims 
8, wherein said side surface is the-a_front side surface (§>of the respective lens-£4). 

10. (Currently Amended) Rimless spectacles according to any of th e pr e ceding c laims 
i, wherein said holding holes (10, 11) extend from said side surface-^5) of the 
respective lens (+)-to the-an opposite side surface thereof. 

11. (Currently Amended) Rimless spectacles according to any of the pr e c e ding claims 
i, wherein said hinge pieces (2)-are cut from sheet metal. 

12. (Currently Amended) Rimless spectacles according to claim 1 1, wherein at least 
one of said pins is formed integrally with said hinge pieces (2)-from a blank of sheet 
metal as tabs-ftP). 

13. (Currently Amended) Rimless spectacles according to claim 12, wherein said tab 
or tabs (S^are bent to extend inwardly from the abutment surface £7)-of the abutment 
part-{4). 
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14. (Currently Amended) Rimless spectacles according to claim 12 or 13 , wherein at 
least one of said pins-(8) is made from metal wire, which is fastened to said abutment 
part-(4). 

15. (Currently Amended) Rimless spectacles according to any of th e pr e c e ding claims 
L wherein each of said lenses (i)-is provided with an indentation (±3)-in said side 
surface (S)-thereof, the-a_surface of which indentation (±3)-is in abutment with said 
abutment surface (7, H) of the respective hinge piece-(3). 

16. (Currently Amended) Rimless spectacles according to claim 15, wherein the-a 
depth of said indentations (i3)-and the-a.thickness of the hinge pieces (3)-are of similar 
dimensions, so that the-an outer side surface of the hinge pieces (3)-is substantially 
flush with said side surfaces (§)-of the lenses-(4}. 

17. (Currently Amended) Rimless spectacles according to any of th e pr e c e ding c laims 
i, wherein the hinge pieces (2)-are made from 

a first metal wire (^-extending parallel to said side surface (5)-of the respective 
lens-£±), the-an outer end of the first metal wire (±6)-being bend -bent to form a first pin 
(8)-extending inwardly into a corresponding first holding hole (W)-of the Iens-{±), and 

a second metal wire £4-7)-extending parallel to said first metal wire-(46), the-an 
outer end of the second metal wire £16)-being bend -bent to form a second pin-(S) 
extending inwardly into the corresponding second holding hole (J4^-of the lens-fi), 
wherein the first metal wire (46)-and the second metal wire (l^are fastened to each 
other along the-a_distance (4£)-they extend in parallel. 

18. (Currently Amended) Rimless spectacles according to claim 17, wherein the 
second metal wire-(W) extends between said side surface-{#) of the respective lens ft) 
and said first metal wire-£K>). 
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19. (Currently Amended) Rimless spectacles according to claim 15 and to claim 18, 
wherein said indentation (±3)-is dimensioned to accommodate the second metal wire 

20. (Currently Amended) Rimless spectacles according to claim 19, wherein said 
indentation (±3)-is dimensioned so that the-a_part of the first metal wire (^-extending 
beyond the second pin (8)-and to the first pin (8)-is in abutment with said side surface 
(S)-of the respective lens^l). 

21. (Currently Amended) Rimless spectacles according to any of th e pr e c e ding claims 
i, wherein the-edges of the holding holes (10, 11) facing the abutment part (4)-are 
chamfered. 

22. (Currently Amended) A hinge piece (2)-suitable for being arranged at the-an outer 
side edge (9)-of a spectacle lens (1) and having , comprising: 

an abutment part (4)-with an abutment surface (7, 1 4 , 15) extending parallel to a 
surface (§>of the intended lens-£t), 

whieh -wherein the hinge piece (2}-is cut from sheet metal and comprises at least 
one pin (SH^-formed integrally with the hinge piece (3)-from a blank of sheet metal as 
atab-(*9, 

whieh- wherein the at least one pin (SH&^xtends from said abutment surface-^ 
14, 15) and into a corresponding holding hole or holes (10, 11) of the intended lens-fl) 
opening to said side surface (S)-of the lens-fi). 

23. (Currently Amended) A hinge piece according to claim 22, wherein the at least 
one tab (S^is bent to extend inwardly from the hinge piece (^-relatively to the 
intended lens-ft). 

24. (Currently Amended) A hinge piece according to claim 22 or 23 , comprising at 
least two of said tabs-^8 1 ). 
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25. (Currently Amended) A hinge piece according to any of claims 22-34, comprising 
at least one pin-{8) made from metal wire, which is fastened to said abutment part-(4) 
and extends from said abutment surface (7, 14, 15) and into a corresponding holding 
hole or holes (10, 11) of the intended lens (Opening to said side surface (5)-of the 
lens-^). 

26. (Currently Amended) A hinge piece according to any of claims 22 , 2 4 or 25 , 
wherein the at least one pin (V&^xtends in the-a_plane of the abutment part (4) 
parallel to the-side surfaces-{4-5) thereof. 

27. (Currently Amended) Rimless spectacles comprising 

a pair of lenses-^), 

a bridge piece interconnecting the respective lenses-(±), 

a pair of hinge pieces (3)-arranged at the-outer side edges (9)-of the two lenses 
£k), each hinge piece (2)-having an abutment part (4)-with an abutment surface (7, 14, 
4-5) extending parallel to a surface-(5) of the corresponding lens-{4), which hinge piece 
(2) is cut from sheet metal and comprises at least one pin (Sr&^-extending from said 
abutment surfac e (7, 1 4 , 15) , and 

a pair of temples each having a hinge connecting element for connecting each 
temple to a respective hinge piece-(2), 

wherein each respective lens £l)-is provided with at least one holding hole-fiO; 
44)^ which opens to said side surface (S)-thereof and corresponds to the at least one pin 
( 8 , 8 ') of the respective hinge piece-{2), each respective lens (4>is provided with an 
indentation-^) in said side surface-^ thereof, the surface of which indentation (43)-is 
in abutment with said abutment surface (7, 14, 15) o f the respective hinge piece-(2), 
and the at least one pin ( 8 , 8 ') is rigidly connected to the-inner side surfaces of the 
corresponding holes (10, 11) and the abutment surfaces (7, 1 4 , 15) are rigidly 
connected to the corresponding surfaces of the respective indentations-(45). 

28. (Currently Amended) Rimless spectacles according to claim 27, wherein the-a 
depth of said indentations (43)-and the-athickness of the abutment parts (4)-are of 
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similar dimensions, so that the-an outer side surface of the hinge pieces (3}-is 
substantially flush with said side surfaces (5)-of the lenses-(i). 

29. (Currently Amended) Rimless spectacles according to any of the claims 27-29, 
wherein the-edges of the holding hole or holes (10, 11) facing the abutment part (4)-are 
chamfered. 

30. (Currently Amended) A hinge piece (2)-suitable for being arranged at the-an outer 
side edge (9)-of a spectacle lens-{4-), which hinge piece (2) is mad e from comprises: 

a first metal wire (^-extending parallel to said-a_side surface (5)-of the intended 
lens-{4), the-an outer end of the first metal wire (^6)-being bend -bent t o form a first pin 
(8)-extending inwardly into a corresponding first holding hole-(±0) of the lens-fi), and 

a second metal wire (4-7)-extending parallel to said first metal wire-£K>), the-an 
outer end of the second metal wire £l-7)-being bend -bent to form a second pin-(8) 
extending inwardly into a corresponding second holding hole-fH) of the lens-{+), 

wherein the first metal wire-£l-6) and the second metal wire (W)-are fastened to 
each other along the-adistance (4£)-they extend in parallel. 

31. (Currently Amended) A hinge piece according to claim 30, wherein the second 
metal wire (W)-extends between said side surface (§}-of the intended lens (J}-and said 
first metal wire-£H>). 
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
